SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video catalogue entitled Cannes Film Festival is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication contains photographic images of explicit sexual activity. The images 
include females who appear to be young persons presented in a sexual manner and 
engaged in sexual activity. The publication also presents a sexual focus on images of 
violence and coercion, including the presentation of women being beaten, and images 
of bruised and reddened buttocks. The publication is considered to promote and 
support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes, and the use of violence 
and coercion to compel persons to participate in, or submit to, sexual conduct by 
presenting such images for the purpose of titillation. The availability of the publication 
is considered likely to be injurious to the public good. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been 
considered. With the promotion and support of images which exploit young persons 
for sexual purposes, and images which depict the use of violence and coercion to 
compel persons to participate in, or submit to, sexual conduct, s3(2) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act) applies to this 
publication. Section 3(2) of the FVPC Act is a deeming provision which overrides si4 
of the NZBR Act. 
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
